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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY AGENT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Raymond: 


The scarcity of snow last winter, with the con- 
sequent decrease in the cost of snow removal, allowed 
us more money for summertime repairs and construc- 
tion. In April and May we hired a shovel and trucks 
to widen and cut back some of the banks on the Lane 
Road. We also removed some of the ledges. I want 
to take this opportunity to thank Mr. MaFara for 
paying the cost of removing the ledge opposite his 
driveway. 


While the shovel and trucks were here we graveled 
half of the so-called Critchett Road and over half of 
the road leading from Harry Brown’s to the Lover- 
ing place in Chester. 


During this year we have had no breakdown with 
our tractor. It was over-hauled a year ago and is 
in good condition. The grader broke down once which 
cost considerable for the necessary repairs. At the 
present time it is in fair condition. This coming year 
we will probably need two or more tires for it. 


Last year and this we have spent more money 
for salt than usual due to the many ice storms. I feel 
that it is money well spent since the salt clears the 
hills of all ice. Consequently if snow does follow 
we have less trouble when plowing these hills. 


We spent $69.42 for grease this past year with 
about the same amount ordered for the coming year. 

We came through the past year very well finan- 
cially and are not asking for any increase in approp- 
riation for the coming year. 


I want to express my appreciation for the co- 
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operation the Selectmen and the Citizens of Raymond 
have shown me during: the year.

REPORT OF RAYMOND SCHOOL BOARD 





The School Board realizing the needs of maintain- 
ing school property in a good state of repair and use- 
fulness, welcomes this opportunity to inform the voters 
in regard to what has been accomplished in this re- 
spect during the past year. 


The sixth grade room was redecorated and addi- 
tional lighting installed. 


The chemistry laboratory has been painted. There 
has been considerable electrical work done which in- 
cludes the installation of wall plugs in all rooms, re- 
placing of outside bell, fluorescent light in the head- 
master’s office. 


The two basement rooms, used by the Home Eco- 
nomics Department as well as the school lunch pro- 
gram, have been remodeled by widening connecting 
doorways, relocating the cupboard and installation of 
a deep sink for dishwashing. 


The school board working in conjunction with lo- 
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cal, state and fire insurance prevention bureaus has 
complied with suggestions from these agencies in re- 
gard to fire protection and prevention. 


The forthcoming school district meeting is of great 
importance to the school pupils of Raymond. Due to 
the substantial reduction in State Aid funds, the voters 
of the district will be called upon to give serious con- 
sideration to financial problems associated with the 
maintenance of present scholastic standards. 


The school board, fully aware of the burden of 
local taxation and deeply conscious of our responsibili- 
ties connected with maintaining educational standards, 
is presenting a budget for consideration of the voters 
which reflects the financial needs of the school. under 
present standards.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


For the Year Ending December 1, 1949 


To the School Board of Raymond: 


It is with considerable pride that I present to you my third 
annual report of the schools of Raymond. I wish to express my 
appreciation and thanks to all organizations and individuals 
that have supported so wholeheartedly the policies which have 
extended a far-reaching influence not only upon the community, 
but to other communities as well. May this continued coopera- 
tion prevail through the year ahead when public education will 
be discussed critically especially in terms of increased enroll- 
ments. 


There was but one change in the teaching staff during the 
year. Mr. Alvin C. Blake of Groveton and Keene Teachers’ 
College was elected to teach in the Mathematics and Science 
Departments to replace Mr. Joseph R. Pirk! who resigned in 
June to enter research work. Mr. Merrick Danforth was un- 
able to return to us as music director in Grades 7 to 12. It was 
therefore necessary to replace him. This was done by the re- 
arrangement of the schedule which made available the services 
of Mrs. Goddard in all grades. 


Mrs. Clara F. Hall and Mrs. Edith Fox have been ap- 
pointed lunch program supervisors and although the winter pro- 
gram did not begin until the last of November, this department 
in the school has proved very satisfactory and promises to be a 
real asset to the school system. May the good work continue. 


The Raymond schools have again been rated as Class A in 
the State. This continued rating during the past three years is 
a great tribute to the School Board in cooperation with the teach- 
ing staff. Let the good work prevail. 


Probably the most important challenge to the rest of the 
State came from the morale of the teaching force. When near- 
ly every hamlet, town, and city made some recognition to its 
teachers through an increased payroll esnecially with increas- 
ing living costs, the men and women of your schools in nearly 
every instance signed contracts which called for the same sal- 
ary. And what is more important, this same teaching force 
has continued to set an example in leadership by its desire to 
improve and raise the teaching standards through attendance 
at summer schools, workshops, and professional meetings for 


study. 
Because the State Legislature chose to reduce the amount 


for State Aid to Education, the financial structure of the towns 
received a devastating blow. Many towns through the school 
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boards failed to make adequate “reparation except through 
wishful thinking and were left stranded because of the lack of 
funds estimated to be paid by the State. This necessitated, 
therefore, the expense of either calling special meetings to 
meet commitments for the 1949-50 school year or asking for 
deficiency appropriations at the March, 1950, district meetings. 
In either case the tax rate soared and many towns were re- 
quired to retrench on important school items such as Teachers’ 
Salaries, Books and Supplies, and Repairs and Replacements. 


It is vitally important for the people of the Town of Ray- 
mond to realize that there will not be fewer children in the 
school in the next eight to ten years. I would fail as an ad- 
ministrator and an educator if I neglected to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that if you have children who will attend the 
schools of Raymond for the next few years or more prepare 
yourselves to be faced with the problems of school-room space, 
teaching personnel, and of books and supplies. The citizens 
of the town did not build the addition last year any too soon 
because we were already beginning to feel the pinch of school- 
room space. 


To make this matter of space more vivid let me call your 
attention to the situation in Grade One at the present time. 
There are 46 pupils in grade one this year. What does this 
mean in terms of education and the future welfare and living 
standards of those boys and girls? In the first place, it means 
that your child in this grade will receive 1/46th of the teacher’s 
time during the day, week, and year; it means a lack of space 
to develop directed activity so essential to the growth of chil- 
dren of this age-group; it means that the children who have 
been endowed by nature with more than average ability will be 
left almost to themselves to get an education by the “hit or 
miss” method in order for the teacher to spend a bit longer 
time with those youngsters who have not received the mental 
where-with-all through no fault of their own; it means that in 
both groups—the brighter and the slower—direct attention can- 
not be given except at various intervals thus setting up prob- 
lems and work habits involving responsibility detrimental to 
the American way of life; it means that these youngsters will be 
retarded in growth nearly all their lives because the teach- 
er does not have the actual minutes to plan, aid, and direct each 
pupil at this level of learning especially in the most fundamental 
of all learning—reading. ~ 


Let us look further. Because of the number entering in the 
fall, these boys and girls will be passed along to the next grade. 
Since the greater part of them will have been unable to meet 
actual first grade standards, the teacher in grade two will be 
unable to give them the time necessary to meet the standards 
of this grade. This process will continue all through the grades 
until they reach high school when, because of the lack of the 
fundamental processes, school standards will be retarded and 
parents will wonder just what has happened to the educational 
system of the town. If you have a boy or girl who will enter 
school within the next five to eight years, be prepared under 
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present conditions to either face less and less teacher time for 
that youngster or make available the necessary instruction to 
which he is entitled as an American citizen based on his right 
of equal opportunity before the law as set forth in the Con- 
stitution of the United States. 


During the summer months many necessary repairs and 
replacements were made to protect and maintain the buildings. 
The stairways were repaired and strengthened, various rooms 
in the older part of the building were painted and lightened; 
desks which really need replacing were repaired along with those 
borrowed from other towns; the lighting in various places was 
changed and improved; blackboards were refinished along with 
basements and hallways; the lunch room department was remod- 
eled in part to meet ever increasing enrollments for well-bal- 
anced meals; new bells are to be installed to meet mod- 
ern conditions of the school; and a few minor repairs and changes 
were made to improve and expedite the educational system. 


The academic standing of the school has been not only 
maintained, but greatly improved. The Commercial Depart- 
ment has brought pressure to bear upon the necessity of turn- 
ing out trained and efficient stenographers and secretaries. This 
has taken considerable diplomacy because both pupils and par- 
ents resent the concentrated effort absolutely necessary in the 
training of stenographers, bookkeepers, and secretaries, 


The Department of Science and Mathematics has developed 
a continuity of growth from grade one to grade twelve. This 
is evident in the introduction of science in all the grades as well 
as Physics and Advanced Mathematics. 


The Home Economics Department has been separated from 
the Lunch Program which allows for the teaching, without in- 
terruption, of the whole program of Clothing, Foods, Manage- 
ment and the Family. This change has been very important 
to the development of efficiency and morale in both Home Eco- 
nomics and the Lunch Program. 


The Agricultural Department is gradually becoming an im- 
portant cog in the entire educational system. It is probably one 
of the basic factors in the teaching of responsibility because 
of its associations and actual contacts with the men and women 
of the town and surrounding communities. It is unfortunate 
that inadequate space curtails to some degree its expansion. 
However, the system has to thank Agriculture for many of its 
successes in the process of building citizenship and character. 


The Department of Social Science in all its ramifications 
probably does more in the actual teaching of human relations 
than any other department in the system because so many ex- 
amples of direct associations can be seen and understood bv the 
boys and girls of the school and community. This department 
has been augmented and developed to embrace, somewhere along 
the line, every pupil in the school. It is fast becoming to be 
thought of as a must for all pupils who enter the schools today. 
Surely a very important movement in the life of the com- 
munity. 
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In the Language Department many hours have been given 
in the study of techniques and teaching processes not only for 
the best way in transmitting the language of the realm, but for 
French and Latin. We have at last developed and reached the 
conclusion that every youngster should have the opportunity to 
prepare for college and the right of exploration in the language 
area through adequate instruction and guidance. 


Probably one of the greatest improvements in the school 
system in the Town of Raymond in many years, in my opinion, 
is the rearrangement of the program whereby an activity period 
is now a part of the school day. In terms of education this type 
of period will do more to bring boys and girls together as living 
persons than any period of equal length in the entire program. 
And it not only gives the pupil “a break” in his associations with 
his schoolmates, but sets up a challenge to the teaching and ad- 
ministrative staff in this learning process because it allows for 
more avenues of approach in the understanding of the individual 
child and his development as a human being. May the power 
which has jurisdiction in this universe find more opportunities 
of a like nature which will present to your children continued 
development in understanding and knowledge. 


In the Department of Athletics and Physical Education, 
you have again brought to Raymond that spirit of competition 
and sense of fair nlay so essential to a well-rounded individual 
trained in the American way of life. Early in the educational 
process your boys and girls are learning to understand how to 
live and work with others both as individuals and in groups. 


From the standpoint of educational satisfaction in a job 
well-done, it is my hope that the men and women of the town 
through the School Board will weigh carefully this growth in 
the educational system when they meet to formulate their plans 
for the coming year. For the next eight years your school 
will, without doubt, receive in the first grade from 45 to 60 
pupils per year. This statement is based entirely upon govern- 
ment and state surveys together with the enumeration of the 
children in Raymond. It cannot be too strongly urged that par- 
ents give this enrollment problem their undivided attention if 
they are to expect to get what is the birthright of every boy and 
girl in this nation. 


Again I wish to express my appreciation for your coopera- 
tion and the cooperation of the teaching staff and pupils for a 
pleasant year in trying to understand this great job of educa- 
tion.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 





To the Superintendent and the School Board: 

This has been a very busy but most fruitful school 
year. Our school opened on schedule with the same 
teachers returning with one exception. This was a 
great asset to the teaching of our youngsters, as there 
were no lost motions in orientation. The first day was 
similar to any other ordinary day in the schoo] year. 


The first activity was the Deerfield Fair, Septem- 
ber 29-30. The Raymond Consolidated School was 
most ably represented. Our displays received a total 
of fourteen blue ribbons and a number of second and 
third places. Our floats placed first and second. This 
definitely helped to make for a better school spirit. 


On October 31, a halloween party for all the grades 
was held by the Student Council in the school audi- 
torium. This kept most youngsters busy and no bad 
reports were forthcoming from the town. 


The extra-curricula activities are used to train 
leaders and pupils learn to obey orders. In competi- 
tive athletics it tends to better our associations with 
other schools. 


This winter our basketball teams, Senior Play and 
the Winter Carnival have kept us all busy. These 
events, although seemingly very strenuous at times, 
are needed to round out a well-balanced program for 
our future citizens. Also activities keep youngsters 
off the streets, cutting down juvenile delinquency. 


Bus pupils, not being able to stay and take part in 
extra-curricular activities, have always been a prob- 
lem. I am happy to say that now we are able to let 
them participate. This was accomplished by shorten- 
ing the school day and adding an activity period of 
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forty-five minutes. In this way all students may par- 
ticipate in extra-curricular activities. 


This activity period has been used for many pur- 
poses, intramural sports, dancing classes, square 
dancing, make-up work, individual instructions, study 
periods and class meetings. This has been the great- 
est and probably the best change, as now all pupils have 
equal opportunities. After all, our education is for 
all and not a chosen few. 


Marking has been given considerable attention 
and all teachers are working for the good of the child. 


We believe that all children are not born with the 
same mental capacity so why should we expect the 
same quality of work from each child. Taking this 
into consideration after many mental, physical and in- 
telligence tests, we are grading according to the in- 
dividual’s mental capacity and his earnestness of ef- 
fort. 


Our enrollment has increased rapidly in some 
grades and even with our new addition we require all 
necessary space in the building. This increase is to 
be expected as national figures show a tremendous in- 
crease in enrollments throughout the country. 


The hot lunch program has been very successful 
with our women workers feeding an average of 180 
pupils daily. 


The boys’ and girls’ basketball teams have estab- 
lished an enviable record, having won their respective 
league titles, and the boys victorious in the league 
tournament. The boys are assured of at least a play- 
off for the state tournament. 


We wish to thank Miss Phyllis Gove for her 
thoughtfulness and generosity in presenting the school 
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with a piano that was sorely needed. 


I want to thank the police force for their won- 
derful cooperation in giving us free protection for our 
many school functions. Also I wish to thank all other 
public organizations that have given either time or 
money toward the betterment of our program. 


In closing, I wish to show my appreciation and 
thank the Superintendent, School Board, Members of 
the faculty, janitor, parents and friends in the town 
of Raymond for a most pleasant, cooperative and edu- 
cationally successful school year.

Some time during the month of May we hope to 
have a pre-scholars’ day for all children who are ex- 
pected to enter school for the first time next fall. The 
first grade teacher will be free to meet with the chil- 
dren of her incoming class and their parents. This 
conference between parents and teacher, and the visit 
to his future school by the child will result in consid- 
erable easing of the way for a successful entrance to 
school later on. 


The school nurse will arrange for tests of vision 
and hearing and each child will be weighed and meas- 
ured. It is hoped that any remediable handicap may 
be detected at this time and some recommendation may 
be given for corrective work during the summer 
months. To find and correct these handicaps before 
the opening of school is to provide each child with a 
fairer chance of success in the big adventure of start- 
ing to school. 


I feel sure of the full cooperation of the parents 
in this program, as in the past they have always been 
most helpful.
